MUSSOLINI REPLACES 
‘LIBERTY OR DEATH’ WITH 
‘CO-OPERATION OR POVERTY’ 


Exalts State Control of Individuals, Economic 


as Well as Political, as Cure for Internal 
lls That Rack Europe. 


By the Assotiated Press. 
ROME, July 23.—Premier Mus- 
solini, watching with keen inter- 
est the difficulties besetting Eu- 
rope, believes no international 
crisis brewing war exists, but that 
a graye internal and economic 
struggle, wracking the nations sep- 
aratély, is in progress. He has 
firmifaith that Europe will emerge 
into a period of stability, but that 
sacrifices will be necessary. 

“Tell the people of America,” he 
said, “that Europe is traversing a 
period of acute—most acute— 
crisis, but that I have firm faith 
that she will overcome her diffi- 
culties. Afterward I am convinced 
that she will have a period of stab- 
ilization and peace. 

“Make it, clear, however, that 
the grave crisisvof which’ I speak 
is not international, that it has 
nothing to do with the relations 
between nations and hence, in no 
sense brings up the specter of war. 
It is an internal crisis that is 
wracking the various nations sep- 
arately, not their poltica] lives, bu* 
their economic dnd social organiza- 
tions. It is pre-eminently social. I 
am confident that the nations will 
solve it, but to do'so all the peo- 
ple of Europe must use all their 
energy and must be prepared to 
make every sacrifice in the cause 
of peace and stability.” 

Premier Mussolini received the 
correspondent in his lofty ceilinged 
office in the Chigi Palace. He tirst 
engaged in a light friendly conver. 
sation shifting from Italian to 
French, German and English, all 
of which he spoke with fluency. 
When he. began to speak of the 
European § situation, however, “a 
transformation came. He strainej 
forward in his high backed chair. 
his eyes blazing with fervor and 
his right hand punctuating 


with 
sharp gestures his Short incisive 
sentences. 
In Praise of Fascism. 
Asked Whether he considered 


Fascism a pioneer political move- 
ment which might be copied by

The 
doctrine of popular sovereignty, 
with its corollary of the individ- 
ual’s superiority over the state, had 
to be superseded because it was 
false, but, more importantly  be- 
cause it was wh anachronism in a 
worid like ours of close social and 
economic interdependence in 
which the individual virtually is 
lost outside of the group.

“Under the old system individu- 
als were able to render the State 
impotent by refusal to co-operate.

The State Above All. 

“No single generation, no group 
of citizens and still less no single 
citizen, has the right to militate 
against the nation. The State is 
the guardian and controlling agent 
of the nation. It cannot be at the 
mercy and. whims of politicians, 
fluctuating from year to year in 
accord with the moods of a few 
men who happen, through the vi- 
cissitudes of universal suffrage, to 
be invested with authority. 

“Fascism replaces individual sov- 
ereignty by State sovereignty, the 
nation for the individual. By main- 
taining its authority, it protects the 
nation, affording liberty as a con- 
cession to individuals so long as 
they act in harmony with the inter- 
ests of the State. Even more im- 
portant is our destruction of ciass 
self eaefense. 

Directing Economic Life. 

“Until the advent of Fascism it 
was assumed that the organization 
of the economic life of the nation 
lay outside the provinee of the 
State. It was an eroneous idea 
arising from the circumstan?: that 
the present type of industria! de- 
velopment grew up after the fung- 
tions of the liberal democratic state 
had been defined. 

“Ours, a new type of state, is the 
first to repair their blunder. We 
have solved the problem for our- 
selves and perhaps for the*worid 
by incorporating into the state ail 
forces of production.

The laws of economics and the 
natural limitations of, the moral law are 
no barrier to his weird legislative pro- 
posals, and to carry them into effect he 
would set up a machinery of gov- 
ernment so complex that little liberty in 
private business wowd remain. His pro- 
posed reforms necessarily imply more 
commissions and autocratic government 
at Washington. 

He has injected the false issue of pro- 
hibition into the campaign, although Mr. 
Haweg has not proposed the modifica- 
tion or repeal of the Eighteenth Amend- 
rent: neither has he advocated the sale 
of intoxicating drinks. He has merely 
assailed the arbitrary features of the 
Volstead act. There are thousands of 
“drys’ who object to its un-American 
provision that permits double punish- 
ment for the same offense—to its unlaw; 
ful jsearches and invasions of homes—to 
Its use of the injunction as a means of 
inflicting. a criminal penalty, in denial of 
the right of a trial by jury. They believe 
that disrespect for the prohibition law 
is due primarily to the disregard of these 
fundamental and historic principles of 
American liberty, and that a new en- 
forcement act in accordance with the 
Bill of Rights would command popular 
respect for the law.

hibition, Judge Cockrell thereby gives his 
approval to its un-American doctrine of 
fouble punishment and sanctions the in- 
vasion of the privacy of the home by 
laviess official raiders, as well as the 
fienial of the right of jury trial in mat- 
ters that are essentially criminal.

He began to indulge the 
latter as soon as he succeeded Briand as Premier in 
1922.. Poincare’s hatred of Germany led him into 
rash and extreme measures against that country, 
chiefly the disastrous invasion of the Ruhr. In 
France, Poincare fostered a spirit of belligerent na- 
tionalism which has lowered French prestige and 
alienated to a large extent the love and sympathy 
in which France was held throughout the world dur- 
ing and immediately after the war. 
Under a storm of condemnation, and smarting 
from the woeful effects of his Ruhr invasion, Poin- 
care, in 1924, surrendered the premiership to Her- 
riot. France had swung from a reactionary to the 
leader of the radical left. We feel it no exaggeration 
to say that Poincare. was thoroughly discredited in 
his own country, and that France breathed easier 
once it was rid of his rash leadership. Certainly, out- 
side of France, Poincare and his policies were wide- 
ly and vehemently denounced. 
But France has a way of forgetting. Just as it 
exiled Caillaux and then enthusiastically restored 
him to power, only to kick him out of office twice 
within a few months, so it risks again the dangers 
of Poincareism. In 1922-1924 “the strong man” was 
chiefly concerned with external affairs, notably Ger- 
'man reparations, where his hatred got the better of 
him. This time, with the problems domestic in char- 
acter, perhaps his great energies and talents will be 
displayed to better advantage. At any rate, we 
hope so.
